The Germans Demand That Klein Be Given Up 
to Bo Tried by Court-mar ial—Cap? 
Maullan Refases and Sends the 
Home.

SAN Fob. 16.— [By the As- 
sociated Press.] The steamship Mariposa 
arrived from Australia and the Samoan 
Islands this morning. Among the passen- 
gers is John C. Klein, the American news- 
paper correspondent who has fizured in the 
Berlin dispatches as having led the natives 
in the recent battle with the Germans, but 
who claims to have witnessed the bght asa 
non-combatant in his capacity as corre- 
spondent. When martial law was declared 
on the islands by the Germans an attempt 
was made by the latter to seize Klein, but 
be was rescued by the Americans, and 
took passage on the Oceanic steawship 
Mariposa for this port. When the Mariposa 
left the Samoan Islands they were still un- 
der martial jaw, and the German aggression 
had become very marked, and it is claimed 
to have been directed against the Ameri- 
cans as well as the natives. : 

‘The Mariposa left the Samoan Islands 
February ist. On that date none of the 
American men-of-war ordered to go to the 
islands had arrived and the Germans, under 
operation of martial law, were in complete 
control of the islands and had commenced 
a search of all vessels in Samoan waters, 
but after seizing an English tourist named 
Gillan on the steam packet Richmond, from 
Auckland, Capt. Hand of the English war- 
— Royalist ordered the man released and 

ed for action. The Germans released 
Bit an on this demand. The goods which 
arrived on the Richmond for American 
merchants at Apia the Germans would not 
permit to be landed unless taken to a Ger- 
man storehouse upon by the 
German official. 

A NEWSPAPER SUPPRESSED. 

The Samoan Times was suppressed Jan- 
uary 19th for stating that but for German 
support all the Samoans would join Ma- 
taafa, and that unless Bismarck was de- 
ceived, he woul not attempt to enforce un- 
popular rule on the country. Prior to this 
Cus the editor, was fined $100 tor 
reprinting a certain American newspaper 
press comment on the Samoan situation. 

Ca Fritz, the German naval com- 
mander, on January issued an order 
instructing all residents of Apia to turn 
over all guns or ammunition held by them, 
and prociaimed the right of pon . Capt. 
Mullan, of the American man-of-war Nipsic, 
protested against this action, stating that 
the American Government had never recog- 
nized ‘Tamesese, and that no power would 
allow them to seize arms unless used 
against a friendly nation. 

German troops acting as police in Samoa 
attempted to arrest Kiein, but at the advice 
of the United States Consul he went on 
board the Nipsle. On dne Wali 28th Capt. 
Fritz made a demand on Soy ulian to re- 
lease Klein, that be might be before 
the German military tribunal. The Cap- 
tain replied that he proposed to protect all 
American citizens in Samoa, and that Klein 
would not be surrendered for trial, and on 
February Ist he placed him on the Mariposa. 

MATAAFA DODGES A TRAP. 

The latest mail intelligence from Samoa 
prior to the arrival of the Mariposa today 
was to January 2d. On January 3d, Amat- 
nani, one of the high chiefs ot Tamasese, 


& | deserted to Mataafa’s camp with 400 follow- 


ers. The German consulate was burned on 
the night ot January 9th. Sailors from the 
American and German men-of-war assisted 
in suppressing the fire. The German Con- 

sul telegraphed to Berlin that the fire was 
accidental, but afterward charged that the 
Americans and English were responsible 
for the cusuaity. German Consul Knappe 
ou January 12th sent word to Mataafa that 
he wanted to have a talk with him, but the 
King declined the invitation unless the Con- 
sul put his desires in writing, as otherwise 
he feared that he would seriously compro- 
mise his own position. 

On the 14th several of Tamasese’s canoes 
were observed going to the Adler, one of 
the party coming ashore to the German Con- 
sul’s to see that official. The captain of the 
Adler was on shore at the time. Capt. Mul- 
lan of the U. S. S. Nipsic seeing steam up on 
the Adler, sent on board to ask for juforma- 
tion as to what the preparations meant. 
They told him they knew nothing of the in- 
tentions of the rebels nor the reason for get 
ting up steam. The next day it was ascer- 
tained that Tamasese had intended making 
a descent on Apia that and that boats 
had come to notif — 
to be ready for this a When it be- 
came known, however, that Mataafa’s 
troops were well prepared to give thein a 
w. rm reception, orders were given to keep 
Tamusese’s force away? 

MORE OUTRAGES. 

On the 17th a boat belonging to Capt. 
Hamilton, the American whose property 
was destroyed in the bombardment of 
Metafagatele, was going down the harbor, 
when it was overhauled by a beat from the 
Adler and taken on board that ship. The 


} wife of Capt. Hamilton unadvisedly went 


to the German Consul and asked to have 
the boat released. Thereupon the German 
Consul issued a a mit to an American citi- 
zen to row his t up and down the neu- 
tralharbor. Ths boat’s crew was soon re- 
leased. Consul Biacklock sent a letter to 
the German Consul asking why this boat 
was seized. He was told it was use the 
boat did not fly any flag. 

The British steam — Richmond ar- 
rived on the 18th from Auckland. She was 
expected to bring important news from the 
three nations regarding the Samoan ques- 
tion. Mr. Moors,an American merchant, 
started to take his goods off the Richmond, 
and his boat was seized by an armea Ger- 
man dot. It was8v’clock in the evening 
when the Richmond arrived. and a German 
guard was putaboard her the next morn- 
ing. It was announced that war had been 
declared and that no gvods would be 
allowed to be landed except at a certain 
German store, where they would be passed 
upon by the German storekeeper, who had 
no right to act for the German Government 
in any such capacity. Consequently the 
English and American merchants refused 
to taxe off their freight. Moors usdertook 
to help himself, with the above result. 

KNAPPE’S INSOLENT PROCLAMATION. 

The following proclamation was issued 
on January 19th by the Imperial German 
Consul: “By order of the Imperial German 
Government, I herewith proclaim a state of 
war for the Samoan Islands. Any assist- 
ance to the rebels will de punished by mar- 
tial law, irrespective of ye

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A STILL IN COURT. 


Prosecution in the W. Moore Young 
Case Concluded, 

The first week of the W. Moore Young 
revenue case in the United States Court 
Closed yesterday afternoon, the Govern- 
ment side of the matter having been pre- 
sented during that time, with the defense 
to come. The District Attorney has fol- 
lowed up the evidence of E. L. Davis, his 
principal witness, who turned State’s evi- 
dence, and gave away the crooked method 
pursued at the distillery, with the testimony 
of various employés, designed to cor- 
roborate his statements, This line was 
continued yesterday, and the Government 
bad about finished its case when the court 
adjourned at 4 0’clock yesterday afternoon. 

G. E. Gardner, who was employed at the 
distiliery on the night run, testified that it 
had been run night and day during the time 
covered by the charge, and that he had 
made brandy tothe amount of about two 
barrels, or 100 gallons, during that time. He 
Said that he had seen the defendant Young 
at the winery a number of times, but not at 
the distillery at nicht. The brandy made 
was used in fortifying the wines made at 
the winery. It had been barrelled aod 
rolied into the winery. The barrels had 
none of them been stamped. He knew 
about the buried tank and had pumped 
brandy in and out of it. The wine was in 
large tanks that held about 300 gallons 
each, and they put about eight barrels of 
brandy into each tank to fortify the wines. 
He testitied that he got his wages from 
Young by an order given by Davis, the 
superintendent. He worked in the winery 
before he became night distiller, and did 
not know that they were making brandy. 

James L. Warner, who was night distiller 
before Uctober, and whose place the pre- 
ceding witness took, testified that durin 
his night run the distillery made about 1 
gallons of brandy night. He knew the 
defendant as secretary of the concern, and 
the man who paid him his wages by checks 
or drafts on the bank. Blasingame, the 
treasurer, pever ve him any cash, the 
cashier of the bank cashing the dratts. He 
testified that the still ran day and night. 
The brandy they used in fortifying the 
wines, and what they did not use in so do- 
ing they ran into the concealed tank. This 
tank, he swore, was never used for aging 
wine while he was there. He could not say 
whether the tax was paid on the brandy or 
not, but that which was put in barrels was 
not stamped. He and Davis dug the hole 
for the buried tank, and he 1 put it 
in plac’... Young was present on this inter- 
esting occasion, and when the tank fell in 

roper ition, after the ropes broke, 

oung jum on it and danced a jig, evi- 
dencing his pleasure in that emotional man- 
ner. Gardner said that he had a conversa- 
tion with Young at the bank when he quit 
work, and the defendant asked him who 
was going to take his place at night work. 
He also testified as to the little French still 
which was used in testing the strength of 
wines, and said that he seen Young 
working with it, first with Davis and after- 
ward by himself, but he could not say 
whether he used it accurately or not.

THE DAMAGE SUIT OF GASBA- 
Way vs NEAL 


Frank Wants $55,000 to Compen- 
sate Him for What He Might 
Have Made in the Next Ten 

_. Xears—Testimony introduced. 


The suit ot Frank Gassaway against Mrs. 
Juana A. Neal, for $55,000, was resumed 
before Judge Wade, in Department No. 3 
of the Superior Court yesterday morning. 
When the jovial Frank entered into a lease 
with Mrs. Neal for the construction of a 
first-class opera-house in ‘“boom-land,”’ 
roseate visions of “yellow boys“ lingered 
around his pillow in the somniferous hours 
of the night. He would not otherwise have 
dedicated hard-earned shekels to the 
amount of $5000 as a first payment to clinch 
his contract, and agreed to pay $10,000 an- 
nual rental for 10 years for the Los Angeles 
Theater when completed. He paid the 
$5000 when work began on the opera-house, 
but not the $5000 when the house was com- 
pleted. Having defaultedin his last pay- 
ment, the astute H. C. Wyatt had secured 
an arrangement by which he, instead of 
Frank, opened the opera-house, and has 
continued to play attractions there even to 
this day. Upon the basis of the first lease, 
and the subsequent Wyatt arrangement, 
Mr. Gassaway claims that he has grounds 
for the recovery of $55, 

The witnesses examined in the case yes- 
terday included both Mr. Gassaway and 
Mr. Wyatt. Gassaway narrated the man- 
ner in which he became imbued with the 
belief that the Los Angeles Theater would 
be a gold mine for him, and the negotia- 
tions with the Neals, which resulted in tbe 
now famous lease. He based his offer in 
the terms of that document upon the boom 
values that existed last year, and the subse- 
quent negotiation of the lease in the Los 
Angeles National Bank for a loan of $5000. 
He set forth the expenses which he had 
incurred during the past several months, 
while waiting on ‘“‘tenter-hooks,” as his 
counsel pertinently put it, for the settlement 
of the disagreement which had arisen.

Young Smith Acquitted of the Mur- 


der of Magliuso. 
It was almost a foregone conclusion Fri- 


to | day night that the jury in the murder trial 


of young Stephen Smith would acquit, but 
juries are somewhat uncertain quantities, 
and their verdict had not been given. S0 
much interest has been felt in the fate of 
the lad, that upon the opening of court yes- 
terday morning there was nota vacant seat, 
and Judge Cheney looked from the bench 
upon a Wall of edger people. The argu- 
ment of Henry T. Gage, the boy’s counsel, 
was a masterly effort, aud in any other at- 
mosphere than that of an august court, 
would have been cheered to the echo.

The Ladies Wanted the Land, and 
Damages to Boot. 

On Wednesday, the 18th inst., a case of 
more than usual interest occupied the atten- 
tion of Judge Van Dyke in the Superior 
Court, and because of the novelty of the 
defense sought to be made to the action it 
furnishes some interesting reading. — 

From the papers in the case, and from the 
statements of the attorneys on the trial, it 
appears that in the month of February, 
1887, Col. George Rhorer and Col. Frank P.

PUBLISHED BAST. 


How the Pittsburgh Capitalists 
Found Out That There Is on 
in California, and Why They 
Strongly Suspect the Presence 
or Gas. 


The following, taken from the Pittsburgh 
Commercial, gives a full report, the gist of 
which was telegraphed by the Associated 
Press some days ago. There are some feat- 
ures of the Story that look a little shadowy, 
and some of the historical references—nota- 
bly that one about the killing of 20 Chinese 
laborers in a railroad tunnel by a gas ex- 
plosion—will be news to the oldest residents 
of this section.

ectric Company, as well as a number of 
the leading members of the Philadelphia 
Company. A number of prominent an 
wealthy residents of California have also 
taken stock in the new -corporation, and 
the intention is to begin operations at once. 
This same company will also develop the 
oil-producing territory of the Goiden State, 
but the operations in that line will not be 
commenced until the gas development is 
well under way. 

The territory in which experts say plenty 
of the natural fuel is to be found is located 
in the southern portion of California, not 
far from Los Angeles. The presence of 
gas in that locality has been known for 
Some time, but the residents of Californie, 
having had no experience, never made any 
attempt at development. At the time of 
the building of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road a number of terrible gas explosions 
occurred in the locality in which the pro- 
posed wells are to be located. One explo- 
sion took place in a tunnel which was in 
the course of erection, and was attended by 
a large loss of life, some 20 Chinese labor- 
ers being killed. This one occurrence very 
forcibly impressed on the minds of the 4 
ple of that section that Pennsylvania’s 
celebrated fuel also flourished in Southern 
Calitornia. 

“OIL FOUND. 


About that time’ oil was found in paying 
quentities 38 miles south of San Francisco 
The oil lands were developed to a certain 
extent, and a refinery was erected at Oak- 
land. The latter is still in operation, and 
is controlied by the Standard Company.

Garcia was about 60 years of age, anda 
native of Mexico, where his family stil! re- 
side. In his younger days he was a bull 
fighter, and had some reputation among old 
residents of this city, who saw bim in the 
earlier days, when bull-fignting was the 
proper thing in the way of sport, Of late 
years Garcia worked asa laborer, and was 
80 engaged at the time of his death.

and brings further particulars of the 4 
.85 | condition of ere. It seems 
that martial law s vails and the 


Germans are running things with a 
pretty high hand, not only in relation 
to the natives, but also towardd the 
Americans and English, only staying 
their hands whenever a British or 
American officer, with guns at his 
back, makes a decisive protest. Ger- 
man methods have been introduced 
towards the newspaper, the Samoan 
Times having been fined $100 for re- 
printing an American comment on 
Samoan affairs. 

By the wey, some of the statements 
in the White Book“ presented to the 
Reichstag verge on the humorous. A 
document dated February 2d, sent by 
Count Herbert Bismarck to the German 
Admiral in Samoan waters, says: 


Germany is not at war with Samoa, asthe 
term is understood by international law 
but she regards Tamasese as the rightfu 
ruler and Mataafa as a rebel, against whom 
and his followers retaliation must be en- 

orced. Anyone standing by them is a pro- 
moter of the conflict between them and the 
Germans, and must take the consequences. 


This is very rich, considering that 
Malietoa was forcibly removed from 
the islands against the wishes of the 
natives, because he refused to play into 
the hands of the Germans; that Tam- 
asese was forced upon them, and that 
the latter’s adherents only number a 
handful of Samoans. That the German 
authorities understand the. true state 
of affairs is evident, from a telegram 
sent last November by Prince Bismarck 
to Dr. Knappe, saying that if a vindi- 
cation“ of Tamasese was impossible, 
the utmost advances should be made to 
reconcile him with Mataafa. 

It is plain that the Germans have 
been playing a big gameof bluff. They 
will probably back down as soon as 
they are sure that we will call them. 


No Danger of Invasion, 


In view of the remote possibility of 
a war with Germany over the Samoan 
question, considerable interest is being 


taken in the feasibility of landing a 2d 


body of troops in this country. Sev- 
eral distinguished military authorities 
have been appealed to, and have re- 
cently given their opinions on the sub- 
ject. Col. Bigelow, Adjutant-General 
of the District of Columbia National 


Guard, in a recent lecture, drew atten- | Teperto 


tion to the fact that the effectiveness 
of the ocean as a strategic obstacle is 
due principally to the two difficulties 
of transporting an army by sea, and of 
landing an army on an enemy’s coast. 
Foralong voyage, a régiment of in- 
tantry requires to large steamers; a di- 
vision of 10,000 men, at least 30, and 
an army corps of 33,000 men, at least, 
135 large steamers. An examination 
ofthe navy lists of foreign powers 
shows that, even under the most favor- 
able conditions, with the exception of 
Great Britain and perhaps France, no 
nation has at any given moment suf- 
ficient tonnage at disposal for the trans- 
port across the seas of 50,000 men.

Democtatic “Usefulness.” 


The Herald yesterday called atten- 
tion to the careful and statesmanlike 
record of the outgoing municipal ad- 
ministration. Said our contemporary: 


The present administration has been 
D emocratic and useful, and its career has 
given evidence that the Democratic party 
will undertake the control of the city’s 
affairs in a businesslike and patriotic spirit. 


That the present administration has 
been Democratic we shall not attempt 
to dispute. It is also an undoubted 
fact that it has been ‘‘useful’’—to its 
pelitical friends. 

In another column of this issue we 
give the Council full credit for its De- 
mocracy and usefulness, showing how 
it has drawn, during January, $22,549, 
and $13,450 for the first week in Febru- 
ary, a large portion of which money 
has gone toreward adherents for ser- 
vices rendered, or to retain them for 
work to be done. 

Such a régime is undoubtedly an 
ideal one for the bummers and hang- 
ers-on who live on occasional political 
favors, but what do the taxpayers— 
the Democratic taxpayers as well as 
those of the Republican faith—think of 
this sort of reckless expenditure? How 
long can it last in view of the present 
depressed condition of affairs? 

Would it not be safer so to circum- 
scribe the sphere of usefulness“ of 
these Democrats that it should be con- 
fined to the handling of their own 
money?

Many persons maintain that the flesh 
of the hog is unfit for human food. 
These views are supposed to find con- 
firmation in the exceptionally high 
scale of vitality attained by the Jews. 


Granting, however, that the hog, when 


raised on vegetable food and given suf- 
ficient exercise, furnishes as healthy 
human nutriment as any other animal, 
it is impossible te find a word of paili- 
ation for so horrible a state of affairs 
as that which is disclosed in the follow- 
ing extract from an article in the San 
Francisco Examiner, describing the 
manuer in which bogs are reared for 
the market in San Francisco’s butcher- 
town: 

Under the slaughter-house, both on First 


and Fifth avenues, your committee found 
horrid nuisances in the shape of large pig 


sties in which hundreds of hogs are kept 


and fattened for slaughter. These sties 
are situated immediately under the floors ot

to them through holes in the floor of the 
sloughter-house. 

Animals so kept and so fed cannot possi- 
— de healthy while living, aud the mor- 
tality among them must be great, and even 
of those that live to be slaughtered it is 
safe to say thata very large percentage are 
iseased, and their fiesh therefore unfit for 
human food. They are kept in these vile 
dens of darkness and filth for five or six 
months before they are slaughtered. 

The foul and fetid air from these hideous 
sties rises through the floors and fills the 
slaughter-houses above, tainting and spoil- 
ing the flesh of the newly-slaughtered ani- 
mals which are hung up to cool for ay 
before being taken to market. Even out in 
the open air in the avenues the stench from 
these sties is intolerable, and the whole 
atmosphere of Butchertown is contaminated 
by the reeking fumes from these loathsome 
dungeons. . . . The butchers’ offal and 
garbage is not proper food upon which to 
fatten animals intended for human con- 
sumption. 

No animal food should be allowed to be 


o see the hog here, 
from his bloody fare and horrid surround- 
ings, tearing at his offensive food, with feet 
spread out to hold it, and his long incisors 
making great rents in the fetid material. 
would scarcely be credited by a people 80 
civilized as San Francisco boasts. 

This al] happens in an age that boasts 
of its high degree of civilzation, and in 
a Nation which boasts of its mental, 
moral and physical cleanliness. If that 
is the best that modern society can do 


in the line of food supply, after a re-| W 


fining process of a thousand years, 
then the sooner we relapse into com- 
parative barbarism, and grind our 
corn between a couple of stones, the 
better.
